PACIFIC CABLE SUBSIDY. 

American Senate's Proposition for Pri- 
vate Construction and Ownership. 

Washington, Feb. 17.— Senator Fryc 
to-day introduced an amendment to the 
subsidy civil appropriation for the en- 
couragement of a Pacific cable. It pro- 
vides for the payment of a subsidy not 
exceeding $100,000 a year for 20 years 
for a cable from some point in the Unit- 
ed States on the Pacific coast to Ha- 
waii, Guam and the Philippine islands, 
Japan and China. 

The contract, is to be let to an Am- 
erican company and to tho lowest res- 
ponsible bidder.. The contractor is to 
be required to have his cable laid to 
Honolulu by July 1. 1000. and to Ma- 
nila by January 1. 1001. The details of 
the matter are to be placed iu the hands 
of the postmaster-general. 

Messages of the United States are to 
he carried free forever. The government 
is authorized to take possession of the 
Hue in case of war nnd in certain con- 
tingencies is to own tho line.

Vancouver, Feb. 17.— The news that a 
Petorboro capitalist was in Ottawa up- 
plying for tho lease of Headman's island 
for the purpose of erecting a saw mill 
thereon, first mentioned in the Colonist a 
couple of weeks ago, has been confirmed 
in a most emphatic manner by the news 
direct from Ottawa that an order-in- 
couucil had been signed trahsfe'riiug the 
island to Theodore Ludgate. At tho 
time the Colonist published the news, its 
Vancouver correspondent warned the 
civic authorities that they must act 
promptly if they would prevent the con- 
templated desecration of Stanley park 
through the establishment on its borders 
of a noisy, smoky industry, and the 
ruination of a resort for rowing boats 
and canoes, by bumping logs, located or 
floating in the vicinity. The consensus 
of opinion to-day on the street is that 
the interests of Vancouver have been 
slighted by the federal government, who 
should have first notified the city of Mr. 
Ludgate's application, and asked for tho 
cluncil's view in tho matter. Mr. Mux- 
well, Vancouver's representative in par- 
liament, is said to have backed tho appli- 
cation for the island, and there is strong 
comment on that gentleman'*) action iu 
placing himself directly in. opposition to 
tlie interests of the people. 

As before mentioned in the Colonist, 
the industry is promised to he a very 
large one, to employ some S00 hands, but 
it is an industry which would have beeu 
planted on another site if this island had 
not been secured. In, a conversation 
with the Colonist correspondent on the 
day of his arrival here Mr. Ludgate stat- 
ed that lit had come to Vancouver- for 
the purpose of establishing a large in- 
dustry, buf he had not then made up his' 
mind as to what the nature of that indus- 
try would be. Subsequently on visiting 
Stanley park and seeing- Deadman's is- 
land for the first time, Mr. Ludgate, it 
is said, was consumed with an ambition 
to secure the site for a saw mill. Being 
a stranger he was better able to keep bis 
own counsel, quietly slip off to Ottawa, 
nnd pick up the snap, before opposition 
was aroused. 

Probably the first battle royal after the 
erection of the mills, to. say nothing of 
what will take place before that time, 
will be between the park commissioners 
and Mr. Ludgate regarding the tearing 
up of the park roads by the heavy traffic 
to and from the mills. But those who 
will register the most vigorous kick nOw-j 
and henceforth will he the mooted citi- 
zens, who, for the purpose of securing an 
Unbroken view of tree-clad picturesque 
Deadman's island and the wide waters 
of the Inlet, spent thousands of dollars 
in erecting handsome residences close to 
the shore, in situations which will now 
give them tin? full benefit, of the piercing 
shriek of the mill whistle, the orchestra, 
of buzz-saws and the blazing bonfires 
connected with the burning of the refuse. 

Mayor Garden expressed himself very 
warmly on the subject to-day. lie 
claims that as the city were themselves 
trying to secure the island (to save it. 
from such a fate as lias befallen it) the- 
government iu handing it over to a busi- 
ness firm, without consulting Vancou- 
ver, has treated the city with scant 
courtesy. This is the general opinion of 
the people of Vancouver. A petition is 
being circulated iu the city and largely 
Igned protesting against the leasing of 
the island.

In the supplementary estimates for the 
current year there is a vote of $100,000 
for a trail from Telegraph creek to Tes- 
lill lake, a work commenced by the late 
government, and several other large 
votes, including $12,000 lor the improve- 
menl of the court house in this city, and 
$10,000 for the improvement of the* regis- 
try otliee.

an assistant, medical superintendent at a 
salary of $100 a month, 'the vote for the 
Institution Is increased from $50,010 to $61.- 
810, the increase being for a number of 
extra attendants and the cost of mainte- 
nance. 

PROVINCIAL HOME. 

The vole for tlie Provincial Home at 
Knmloops Is Increased from $12,270 to $12.- 
520. As usual the doctor receives a blow 
from the hatchet In the list of salaries, 
but provision Is made, under the head of 
maintenance, for the medicos who support 
the government. Last year the estimated 
cost of medical attendance and medicine 
was $750.

HOSPITALS AND CHARITIES. 

Last vear the vote under this bead was 
$51,550.' This vear It is $50,700, but the 
money is to be distributed differently. The

EDUCATION. 

Very meagre details are given under the 
Lend of education, Just a lump sum being 
put down for teachers' salaries and ex- 
penses, no explanation being given as to 
bow the money Is to be divided between 
the different districts. In the office the 
salary of the superintendent has been re- 
duced from $200 to $150; that of the 
senior Inspector from $140 to $130; the 
second Inspector from $130 to $120: the 
third is retained at $130, and the fourth 
is to be relieved of his duties. The ex- 
penses for teachers' examinations are cut 
from $1,300 to S1.000.

New York, Feb. 17.— Referring editori- 
ally to the reported failure of the joint 
high commission, the Tribune to-day 
says: "In enumerating the controversial 
issues nt the time of the first meeting 
of the commission we remarked that it 
was scarcely to be expected that all of 
them would be satisfactorily disposed of. 
It was not reasonable indeed to supposi 
they would be. The amount of work 
involved hi the exhaustive investigation 
and discussion of them was seen to be 
too great for a single commission to per 
form within the time nt this one's dis- 
posal. Commercial reciprocity, Bearing 
sea sealing, North Atlantic fisheries, tin 
Alaskan boundary, Klondike mining 
laws, alien labor laws, fisheries and ship- 
ping in tlie Great Lukes, tlie railroad 
bonding system, are all questions of first 
importance, and there are as many more 
of secondary rank. To ask a single com- 
mission to provide within six months for 
the settlement of them all in an omni- 
bus treaty, would be to ask the discov- 
ery of Utopia. 

"Bui if only a few or even a single one 
of these matters shall be settled the 
work of the commission will not be in 
vain. Consider bow much time and la 
hot and expense have been hitherto ex- 
pended on a single one. Over the Behr- 
ing sea business we had negotiations and 
conferences and an international court of 
arbitration, and even then the question 
was left unsettled. There were a f 
years ago far more discussion and work 
over the North Atlantic fisheries than 
this commission has given to nil the ques- 
tions put together, so the settlement of 
only one or two disputes will be a not 
unsatisfactory conclusion of the coin 
mission's work. 

But there is still ground for expecting 
more than that, for expecting indeed 
that only a few, perhaps only one or 
two. of the questions will be loft 1111 
settled. The value of the commission's 
! work is, moreover, 116I: altogether to be 
I measured by tlie number of questions 
settled. The spirit iii which the negotiu- 
tionse are conducted must be taken into 
consideration. It may be stated confi- 
dently that', this spirit has been conciliat- 
ory niid amicable. There has been on 
both sides an earnest desire to reach an 
agreement. The commissioners have 
met as friends, not as enemies. And 
however much or little actual business 
has been or shall be transacted, friendly 
relations between the countries have 
been strengthened and the way made 
easier for future- settlement of questions 
which now may be left unsettled. Thi 
is a feature of the case which it is well 
to keep in mind, and if this is done there 
need be little talk of the failure of the 
joint high commission." 

London. Feb. 17. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Air. Tanner, National- 
ist, asked If the Anglo-American commls 
sion dealing with the fisheries had "full- 
en through." 

The parliamentary secretary for for 
eign affairs, Mr. Broderiek, said the no 
gotiations were still preceding, adding 
that he was unable to make any further 
statement at present. 

Washington. Feb. 17.— The Canadian 
joint high commission was in session nt 
the Arlington hotel (o-day for the usual 
length of time. There was nothing 
whatever in the proceedings to give 1 
In the belief that any disagreement had 
been reached which would involve th 
dissolution of the conference at this 
point, On tin- contrary, according to 1 
American commissioner, the commission 
is making progress. 

The meeting to-day adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

LYNN CANAL TUB ISSUE. 

Washington, Feb. 10.— To-day's pr 
(■codings of the joint high commission d 
volnped a number of inconsistencies i 
the pari of the English commissioner 
Lamest efforts on the part of tlie Ameri- 
can commissioners to reach a basis of 
Ull understanding have come to nothing, 
after the Americans had been led to 
understand that the British delegates 
would acquiesce in the suggestions which 
the Americans offered. 

One of the main contentions of the 
English commissioners was for a harbor 
giving access to tin- British Klondike re- 
gions. After weeks of discussion it de- 
veloped that: the British delegation want- 
ed free harbor privileges on Lynn Canal, 
and put their demands therefor in the 
form of an ultimatum. This was deliv- 
ered yesterday, and to-day the American 
representatives made ;u liberal offer of 
Pyramid harbor, 011 thai body of water. 
It was here that the inconsistencies of 
the British members were most marked, 
for they were not satisfied with the eon- 
cession for which they -.had been working 
fill along, and refused it point blank. The 
concession was made in response to the 
British claim that Great Britain had 
surrendered the entire Alaska coast, line 
to the United States. 

Several telegrams have been received 
by the English delegates from their 
home government, urging them to make 
every effort to reach an agreement, and 
i!. was said authoritatively to-day Hint at 
no time was there danger of a rupture 
in the negotiations. The difficulty in 
coming to ah understanding appears 10 
arise from the desire of the Canadian 
members to frame a protocol that, will 
in every way be acceptable lo the Do- 
minion parliament. 

Of the sixteen articles of the protocol, 
twelve have already been provisionally 
agreed lo. One of these provides for the 
establishment of a permanent interna- 
tional court or tribunal, similar to the 
interstate commerce commission, for the 
adjustment of disputes (lint may arise 
from lime to time affecting commerce and 
transportation between the United 
States and Canada, both by sen and by 
land. One member id" this tribunal will 
be named by Great Britain, one by the 
United Slates, and one, if it is decided to 
have a third member, will probably be 
appointed by a neutral power. It will 
be in the nature of a permanent n.rbi- 
tration board, whose powers c.re limited 
ti mmcrcinj questions.

Purls, Keb. 17. — The official certificate 
sets forth that the death of President 
Faure was caused by congestion and 
hemorrhage of the brain. 

The lobbies of the .chamber of deputies 
were crowded to-day with members en- 
gaged in dismissing the chances of the 
various candidates. M. Loubct, M. Meline 
aud M. Dupuy were chiefly mentioned. 
The socialists and radicals fuvored M. 
Iioubet. At u meeting of the left sena- 
tors M. Loubet, who is president of the 
senate, and a former premier, was unani- 
mously nominated. The senators cou- 
sider M. Loubet's election assured. 

Later in the day it was announced thai 
M. Meline, in spile of the objections of 
his supporters, had withdrawn his can- 
didature in favor of M. Loubet; while 
M. Dupuy has declined to enter the con- 
test against him. 

Although M. Loubet possessing the al- 
most unanimous support of the senate 
is so strong a favorite for the presidency, 
it would be rash to predict his election. 
In the election of 1895, when M. Faure 
was chosen, M. Waldeck Rousseau was 
an ulmost equally hot favorite, but in 
the first ballot he only obtained 1S5 voles 
as against. .'144 east in favor of M. Bris- 
son. The precedents, therefore, are un- 
favorable to M. Loubet. Furthermore, 
there is a large section of deputies who 
are strongly in favor of M. Meline, who 
has the support of the whole right see- 
lion tint! of the large body of protection- 
ists, lie is an able debater, a bard work- 
er, and a man of great political influence, 
In contrast with him Loubet is a com- 
paratively colorless candidate -which is 
perhaps in his favor. Since his ministry 
was overturned on the Panama affair, 
ho bus not been prominent before the 
public ami the impartiality required for 
(be presidency of the senate seems to be 
regarded as bis best qualification for the 
first magistracy. M. Loubet's chances 
depend largely upon whether the Drey- 
fus affair is to influence the election. If 
it does he will probably be defeated he- 
Cause the anti-revisionists oppose and the 
revisionists support his candidature. 
M. De Blpwite, the Paris correspondent 
of the Times, who regards M. Loubet's 
election as assured, says: "Like many 
happy nations he has no history or hard- 
ly any. The rapidity witli which the 
congress is convened leaves the various 
leagues not the slightest leisure to fo- 
ment disorder or street troubles. M. 
Faure's death was nut a surprise to his 
physicians. Ten months ago he was 
treated for arthritis in the' knee, when 
Dr. Lanne-Longuc detected symptoms of 
affection of the arteries, lie underwent 
electric tredtmnt for two months but 
in order to prevent exaggerated reports 
the facts were concealed from the pub- 
lic."

| So Says a Chicago Merchant With Res- 
! poet to Female Employees, 

A retail merchant of Chicago, talking 
to an fnter-Ocenn reporter recently, told 
in a bright and witty way why, in his 
opinion beauty is not only not desirable 
in women who have to work for a living, 
but is n positive drawback in many cases 
to their securing and retaining employ- 
ment, and although it is hardly probable 
that the average woman would not prefer 
beauty to anything else, the merchant 
makes out a strong case. 

"I don't care how competent a striking- 
ly handsome woman may be, or how dis- 
creet and quiet and industrious she is— 
all the same she's hound to demoralize 
the force. She makes the women jealous 
and the men absent-minded, and it tells 
on their work. A real beauty in a store 
will reduce the working capacity o£ its 
employees about 20 per cent. If she hap- 
pens to be a very unusual type— a blonde, 
for instance, with dark eyes— the reduc- 
tion will be fully 25 per cent. Suppose 
the pay roll is $750 a week you'd have 
to make an entry every Saturday like 
this: To depreciation on account of 
blonde (dark eyes), $187.50.

Facts Which Public Accounts Committee 
Excluded From Their Report 

Here is the very interesting and Im- 
portant report which a minority Of the 
public accounts committee desired to 
present to the legislature, through Mr. 
Turner, yesterday. The committee, 
through Mr. Prentice, their chairman, 
declined to consider the subject as com- 
ing within the scope of their duty. 

"Wo. the undersigned members of the 
standing committee, beg leave to make 
the following report: 

"That after a careful investigation, re- 
specting :i certain warrant. No. 110, 
made out in .inly last, the total of which, 
$163,207, was for educational purposes, 
and in which it has been stated blank 
warrants were inserted, we are convinced 
that the insertion of the blanks referred 
In could in no way affect the amount of 
the warrant, as the total of the whole of 
the preceding pages is shown on the last 
sheet, certified by the auditor, and this 
last sheet is the one signed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor; and further that ac- 
companying the warrant is the order-in- 
council setting forth the total amount, 
corresponding with the amount 011 the 
warrant; this order-in-council is also 
signed by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

•• Upon inquiry from the auditor-gen- 
eral Whv Wank sheets were inserted 
among the educational warrants, he ex- 
plained that the warrants are prepare! 
bv the superintendent of education and 
it was customary to insert some blank 
sheets for the purpose of noting on them 
iu red ink the (fetalis of the payments as 
made against the sum authorized to be 
so paid, and that as these payments were 
made in many small amounts, one sheet 
was not sufficient for them all. 

" We further remark that if any or 
these blanks were abstracted they could 
nor he used or substituted for warrants 
for any service, us the bottom portion of 
the sheet, where the auditor certifies to 
the amount, bad been cut off.'

The return asked for by Mr. Helnicken 
with respeet to the reply of the province 
to the suggestion of the Dominion that 
the Labor Regulation bill of last ses- 
sion be repealed and just presented by 
Hon. Mr, Cotton, consists of a report 
to His Honor the Lieut.-Governor from 
the Minister of Finance. and Agriculture, 
Hon. Mr. Cotton, approved by the exe- 
cutive and by the Lieut.-Governor 'on 
Thursday. The report of the Minister 
reads: 

"The undersigned has the honor to re- 
port htat he lias had under consideration 
the communication from the government 
of His Excellency the Governor-General 
to His Honor the Lieut.-Governor, en- 
closing copies of a minute of the commit- 
tee of the Privy Council of Canada in 
reference to a despatch from Her Maj- 
esty's principal secretary of state for the 
colonies, enclosing copies of correspon- 
dence which has passed between the 
foreign office and the Japanese Minister 
in London, and between the foreign office 
and the colonial office on the subject, of 
certain statutes passed by the legislature 
of British Columbia in the sixty-first 
year of her reign, and which contain 
provisions prohibiting the employment of 
Chinese or Japanese persons .01 works 
carried on under tie: franchises granted 
by the said legislature. 

"In his despatch of Juiy 20, 1S0S, to 
His Excellency the Governor-General of 
Canada, Mr. Chamberlain states 'hat re- 
strictive legislation of the type of which 
the legislation 111 question appears to be 
is extremely rcpugn int to the ccnthneiit 
of the people and government «'f Japan, 
and asks His Excellency to impress on 
his ministers the importance if then? is 
any real prospect of 11 large influx of 
Japanese laborers into Canada, of deal- 
ing with it by legislation of the Domin- 
ion parliament on the lines of the Natal 
act. 

"It may he stated that legislation on 
the lines of the Immigration act; 18D< 
passed by the legislative council and 
legislative assembly of Natal would not. 
be within the power of the legislature of 
this province, but would be within the 
competence of the parliament: of Canada, 
being somewhat similar to the act passed 
bv that body (imposing a capitation tax 
of $50 on each Chinese person coming 
to the Dominion. While the legislature 
would doubtless welcome any action by 
the parliament of Canada designed to 
affect (dijects similar to those aimed at 
by the provisions in the statutes which 
are tile subject of this communication 
from His Excellency's government, it 
may be suggested that the provisions 
embodied in the Immigration Restriction 
act of Natal, would not be' effectual for 
the desired purpose although such legis- 
lation would impose restrictions on Jap- 
anese immigration that would probably 
be more repugnant, to the views of the 
government of Japan than those com- 
plained of in the legislation passed by 
the legislature of this province. 

"The undersigned would point out that 
the statutes passed by the legislature of 
this province imposing certain restric- 
tions on the employment of Japanese in 
British Columbia while it is respectfully 
admitted clearly within the power of 
that body, do not: impose restrictions 
nearly as onerous or far-reaching as 
would be the case were legislation enact- 
ed by the parliament of Canada on the 
lines of the Immigration Restrictioiu act 
of Natal which appears not to be consid- 
ered as objectionable by Her Majesty's 
government, no limitation oil the number 
of Japanese persons who may come into 
Canada is suggested by the statutes pass- 
ed by the provincial legislature. No re- 
striction is placed by ihose statutes upon 
such persons pursuing any calling, occu- 
pation or employment, with one excep- 
tion which is not carried on under the 
authority of privileges or franchises' eofi j 
ferred by the legislature of British Co- 
lumbia. ' That exception is working in 
coal mines, the legislature from the evi- 
dence placed before it. having come to 
the conclusion that the employment of 
Chinese or Japanese in coal mines under- 
ground is n source of danger. All that 
is sought to bo attained by the legislation 
in question is that Chinese or Japcnese 
pernons shall not be allowed to find em- 
ployment on works the construction of 
which has been authorized or made pos- 
sible of accomplishment by the granting 
of certain privileges or franchises by the 
legislature. It will therefore be seen that 
the restrictive provisions are merely in 
tlie nature of a condition in agreements 
or contracts between the provincial gov- 
ernment, and' particular individuals or 
companies whereby certain privileges, 
franchises, concessions, and iu some 
cases also subsidies or guarantees, nre 
granted to such Individuals' or companies 
in consideration of only while labor being 
employed in the works which are the 
subject matter of such agreements. 

"The same causes wheh have led the 
legislatures of Natal and the Australian 
colonics to take measures to restrict the 
influx of large numbers of laboring peo- 
ple froni Asia exist, in British Columbia. 
They are indeed more potent here on 
account of the shorter distance interven- 
ing between China and Japan and this 
province as compared with that between 
those countries and Australasia and Na- 
tal. It may also be pointed out iu this 
connect ion that the possibility of great 
disturbance to the economic conditions 
existing here and of grave injury being 
caused to the working classes of this 
country by a large influx of laborers 
from Japan was so apparent that the 
government of Canada decided that it 
was not advisable that the Dominion 
should participate in the revised treaty 
between Great Britain and Japan, 
whereby equal privileges were granted 
to the people of each nation in the coun- 
try of the other. 

"The economic conditions in British 
Columbia and in Japan, and the status of 
living of the masses of the people in the 
two countries differ so widely that to 
grant freedom of employment, to Jap- 
anese on such public works as are au- 
thorized to be carried out. by acts of 
the legislature would almost" certainly re- 
sult in all such employment being mon- 
opolized by the Japanese to the exclu- 
sion of the people or this province, there- 
fore while the legislature has scrupul- 
ously abstained from any interference 
with Ihe employment of Japanese by 
private individuals or companies and has 
not sought to put nnv restriction on their 
engaging in any ordinary occupation or 
business it has been deemed it to be in 
the interests of the province to prohibit 
the|r employment on works or undertak- 
ings for which it has granted privileges 
or franchises. That such restrictions are 



not only judicious but necessary bus 
been shown bv the manner in which 
cheap Asiatic labor has in many cases 
entirely supplanted white labor on works 
to which no such restrictions as those 
referred to were attached. 

"While it would be a matter of pro- 
found regret if any action of the govern- 
ment or legislature of this province 
should cause Her Majesty's government 
any embarrassment or impair its friend- 
lv relations with another power, it may 
be pointed out that, there are other con- 
siderations of an Imperial character in- 
volved in this matter. It is unquestion- 
ably in the interests of the Empire that 
the' Pacific Province of the Dominion 
should be occupied by a large and thor- 
oughly British population, rattier than 
by one in which the number of aliens 
largely predominates, and many of the 
distinctive features of the settled Brit- 
ish community were lacking. The for- 
mer condition could not hi! secured were 
the masses of the people subjected to 
competition which would render it impos- 
sible for them to maintain a fair and 
reasonable standard of living. 

"For many years the evil effects of un- 
restricted Chinese immigration caused 
great agitation in British Columbia, and 
the imposition of the capitation tax of 
$50 was the consequence. Since then 
greater facilities of communication wtih 
Julian, and the opportunities for employ- 
ment in British Columbia arising from 
the development of its forests, mineral 
and fishing resources, have led to an 
influx of Japanese which has materially 
and injuriously interfered with white 
labor and has caused the legislature to 
pass the statutes now under considera- 
tion.- There is no reason to believe that 
this influx of Japanese is likely to dimin- 
ish; on t'ne contrary, there are many 
indications that it will become larger 
and that Japanese labor will, if some re- 
strictive measures are not adopted, en- 
tirely supplant white labor in many im- 
portant industries and be used almost 
exclusively on works carried out. under 
franchises granted by the legislature, and 
which are in many eases aided by subsi- 
dies from the provincial treasury, largely 
with the object of opening up the prov- 
ince, and inducing an immigration of de- 
sirable settlers. The undersigned there- 
fore recommends that a reply be made 
to the government of the Dominion that 
His Honor's government regrets that in 
the interests of British Columbia and of 
the laboring classes among its people, it 
cannot see its way clear to introduce a 
measure in the legislature to repeal the 
provisions restricting the employment of 
Chinese and Japanese in the statutes re- 
ferred to iu the report of the Minister of 
Justice, approved by a minute of the com- 
mittee of the Privy Council of Canada 
on December 1", 18081 end that if this 
recommendation be approved, a copy of 
it should be transmitted to the Secretary 
of State for Canada for the information 
of His Excellency's government.

TRADING WITH CHINA. 

American Exporters Must. Study the 
Needs of the Chinese, 

In his annual report Coustil-Gononil 
Goodnow, of Shanghai, says that the 
fact; that trade with the United States 
increased, in spite of the decrease of 
shipping consequent; upon the war with 
Spain and Ihe disturbed political condi- 
tions iu China, shows the solid basis of 
mutual demand. The great staples of 
export from the United States to China 
—kerosene and cotton goods— were in 
greater demand in 1807 than in 1896. 
The imports from the United States into 
Shanghai in 1S!)7 were valued at about 
$S,fi0Q,fJ0Q, He continues: 

•' W<? (io not advertise enough here. 
I da <i6t mean by this, newespaper ad- 
vertising or advertisement by circulars. 
These appeal only . to the few thous- 
and foreigners sojourning here, but. do 
not reach the hundreds of millions of 
Chinese. They will learn to appreciate 
our goods only by seeing them, 1 do 
not know to-day where irr Shanghai I 
could buy an American bat or shoe or 
underwear or collars or furniture or a 
telephone of improved quality or a maga- 
zine. 1 might malife this list much long- 
er. What goods We send here are us- 
ually put into the hands of i>eop]e of 
other nationalities, who do not. exploit 
them. I hope to see an exposition of 
American goods here in Shanghai, man- 
aged bv Americans. It would pay to put 
one also in Canton and one in Chefoo or 
Tientsin. 

"In the next place we do not cater to 
the trade here. Our steel mills have not 
supplied the rails for the railways in 
Northern China, because the pattern is 
English, and to make them would ne- 
cessitate new rolls. The cotton men are 
just beginning to inquire if the widths, 
etc.. they have been accustomed to make 
in America are really what are wanted 
in China. Only one •American life in- 
surance company has reached out for 
this trade with any vigor. If this trade 
is to be taken and kept by Americans, 
its needs, customs, and superstitions 
much he studied on the ground by ex- 
perts in each department. 

"In the third place, our merchants 
must bo willing to settle disputes in re- 
gard to damages in shipment and dis- 
agreement as to quality and breaches of 
contract, as is done by English and Ger- 
mans. The average dealer here will pay 
a higher price for an article if he knows 
that a cheap and speedy method of set- 
tling any possible dispute can be had. 
Methods of packing, means of transpor- 
tation, exchanges, banking, etc., must, 
be studied bv experts, each for his own 
line of business. But; all must show 
their goods to the Chinese, must study 
the wants of the trade, and must favor 
it bv facilitating settlements of dis- 
putes, 

"The case with which the viceroy at 
Canton was induced to protect, in his 
province, an American firm in the owner- 
ship of certain trade-marks, and the cer- 
tainly with which the Chinese courts in 
this city protect foreigners in trade-marks 
anil copyrights, leads me to believe that 
a treaty protecting our people in their 
patents, trade-marks, and copyrights 
may be obtained. The proverbial imita- 
tiveness of the Chinese makes such a 
treaty highly desirable, all the more ns 
OUT trade grows larger and more varied."

A Fleet of Eight Stean>«vp for the 
Northern Lakes Beaches 
Skagway. 



Almost incessant squalls accompanied 
by heavy snow falls was the kind of 
weather the steamship Amur encounter- 
ed on the trip completed yesterday, to 
and from the cities of Lynn Canal. Be- 
sides M. Marks, the Duwsonite whose 
interview appeared in a special despatch 
to the Colonist from Nanaiuio yes- 
terday, the steamer brought some 
live or six passengers. Late arrivals say 
there is considerable doubt about the 
richness of McDonald creek, which lies 
but 22'/j miles distant from Bennett City. 
General Traffic .Manager L. H. Gray, of 
the White Pass road, who has just re- 
turned to Skagway from a trip of in- 
spection to Bennett, says from inquiries 
he made he was .of opinion that the re- 
ported strikes made on the creek are 
bona fide. The creek ten miles long and 
gets its source from two small lakes 
named Halcon lake and Robertson lake, 
on which gold discoveries have also re- 
cently been made. 

Another report comes from Dyea that 
a creek has been discovered in the North- 
west Territory near the Atlitl line. Jas. 
Stewart returned from Atlin to Dyea 
last week and showed some fine gold to 
General Manager Tom "Wallace of the 
Chilkoot tram. Stewart reported that 
the new creek is richer than any of the 
Atlin claims. 

Mr. Wallace vouches for the richness 
of the new district and Bays that: Stew- 
art is a tellable man. He said that 
Stewart and his partners will return to 
their new strike soon and that he will 
say no more about the find until they 
have returned to their claims. 

Mail matters are going wrong again, 
says the Dyea Press. Much complaint; 
prevails over the tardiness iu getting the 
mail delivered promptly from the steam- 
ers at Skagway to Dyea. Often it re- 
quires from three to live days to get the 
mail delivered from Skagway after the 
arrival of the boats. 

A big shipment of 15,000 pounds of 
dried and evaporated fruits was sold in 
Skagway last week that had been des- 
tined for Dawson, but could not be tak- 
en over the trails. 

Several of the railroad officials at 
Skagway assert that by the 20th of the 
present month, probably three or four 
days earlier, trains will be, running 
through Skagway to the summit. 

Captain It. A. Talbotf, of Seattle, and 
J. S. Williams, of Paris, Texas, arrived 
at Skagway hist week en route to Luke 
Bennett with the largest fleet of steam- 
ers ever shipped to southeastern Alaska 
at one time. The steamers, eight in 
number, are in sections and will be put 
together at Bennett. Of flu? eight five 
are 120 feet in length, the remaining 
three being only a few feet shorter. Five 
more large steamers will be received a 
few days later. The promoters of the 
big scheme brought a large number of 
men. horses ami sleds with them for 
the purpose of transporting the outfit to 
Bennett from the summit, to which place 
it will be shipped by tao railroad. 
Messrs. Talbott and Williams an- men 
of experience as well as of unlimited 
capital, anil the success of their big 
venture is said to be assured.

THUllSDAY, Fob. 17, 

As heavy u. day us the house has 
known since the consideration of the 
Deane-Freiilice bill, ' closed to-night, the 
evening sittings being resumed as the end 
o£ the session approaches. The feature of 
the afternoon was a visit from the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to assent to the Asheroft 
Water and Light Co.'s bill; the measure 
to afford relief for New Westminster in 
■consequence of the great fire; and the 
Steam Boilers Inspection bill. The 
principal house business of the afternoon 
was the presentation of the estimates, 
the reporting complete with amendments 
■of the Provincial Elections bill, and the 
consideration of the motion for second 
reading of the .Supreme court bill. Mr. 
Helmcken's resolution asking the Do- 
minion government to consider the ad- 
visability of establishing a mint, in Brit- 
ish Columbia also passed, with cordial 
support from both sides of the house, al- 
though opposed by the Attorney-General 
•as "so much buncombe." In the even- 
ing Mr. Wells, the new member for 
North Bast Kootenay, took his seat, and 
when lion. Mr. Hume returns to his 
place on Tuesday the assembly will for 
the first time this session be complete — 
just in time for the prorogation, which 
members of the government declare will 
take place ten days hence. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2:05, 
and prayers were read by Rev. A. B, 
Winchester. 

A* COUNTER PETITION. 

Hon. Dr. MoKechnie presented a peti- 
tion, from certain land and hotel owners 
of Nanaimo and vicinity, in opposition to 
a petition introduced some few days ago 
with reference to licenses, this counter 
petition urging that the license law be 
not amended so as to give a tenant ex- 
clusive rights in a license, but that in- 
stead the license remain partially vested 
in the premises. This petition was re- 
ceived and ordered printed. 

ATLIN & SOUTHERN. 

Sir. Higgins presented ;i report — prob- 
ably the last this session — from the pri- 
vate bills committee, introducing to the 
house the petition for incorporation of 
the Atlin & Southern Railway Company 
and recommending that rule 07 be sus- 
pended to enable this petition to go at 
once to the railway committee.

Air. Turner, sneaking to a question of 
privilege, asked !ouve to present u minor- 
ity report from the public accounts com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Sbcaker-T-You cannot do it. 

Mr. Prentice took the point of order 
that such a report as offered by the 
louder of (he opposition could not be 
presented— in any event not by any one 
ioirp the chairman of the committee." 



Mr. Turner pointed out that there 
were numerous precedents for the pres- 
entation of minority reports. Such a re- 
port had been received from Mr. Cotton 
and Mr. Beaven in February of 1894. 
Another had been accepted from Mr. Wil- 
son in 1884; and still another in 1ST" 
from Mr. Beaven and Mr. Grant; and 
still again in l-SDO a minority report had 
been accepted from Mr. Duck, The 
practice of this house had always been 
to accept minority reports from all com- 
mittees. On one occasion Mr. Speaker 
Mara had declined to receive a minority 
report from .a committee, but. it was on 
the ground that no report had at that, 
time been made from the committee, and 
that consequently the minority had no 
right to make a report. As to the sub- 
ject dealt with in this minority report, it 
had been very thoroughly gone into in 
the committee, the warrants had been 
carefully examined, and these circum- 
stances should entitle the minority to the 
right to report. A motion had been 
made to puss a. resolution in the words 
of the report, and the subject matter 
was certainly such as properly came 
under the, duties of the public accounts 
commit tee, its hud there been anything 
improper, irregular or fraudulent about 
the warrants referred to, it would cer- 
tainly have been the duty of the commit- 
tee to so report. He might say that 
each member of (lie committee said that, 
it was evident there was absolutely 
nothing in the innuendo that those war- 
rants, might have been used to improperly 
appropriate funds. 

Mr. Speaker inquired whether or not 
the subjects dealt with in the minority 
report had been touched upon in the 
majority report. 

Mr. Prentice replied in the negative. 
The committee had decided that the sub- 
jects referred to did not come within the 
scope of their duty. He further argued 
that no one but. the chairman of the 
committee, or some one acting in his 
behalf, should have the right to present a 
committee report — majority or minority. 

Col. linker thought that if the subjects 
referred to had been considered in com- 
mittee, a report was in order. 

Mr. Higgins supported the stand taken 
by Mr. Prentice'. 

Hon. Mr. Martin maintained that: the 
reception of minority reports from com- 
mittees was not in accordance with 
British or Canadian practice, although 
in vogue in the United States, 

Mr. Speaker ruled that if the majority 
of the committee had declined to con- 
sider certain subjects, us not properly 
to be taken cognizance of by them, this 
in itself excluded the right of the minor- 
ity to report. It appeared under May 
(page 304) that a minority report was 
not permissible. The fact that a sub- 
ject had been introduced in committee 
did not constitute consideration of it. 
Whatever the practice of the past had 
been, that hereafter would be not to re- 
ceive minority reports. 

Mr. Turner denied that the subjects 
touched in the proposed report, had not 
boon thoroughly considered in the public 
accounts committee. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that, the report 
would not be received. 

Mr. A. W. Smith desired to debate the 
point at issue, but was refused a hear- 
ing. The matter had been closed. Mr. 
Speaker said, ami he would not allow a 
discussion on his ruling. 

NEW LEGISLATION. 

The following new bills were intro- 
duced, read a first time and set for 
second reading at the next sitting of the 
house: 

To amend the Water Clauses Consoli- 
dation act— Hon. Mr. Semlin.

McPhillips: • 

To amend the Overhohliug tenants 
net— Mr. Henderson. 

MB. SPEAKER'S RULING. 

Mr. McPhillips moved, seconded by- 
Mr. McBride: " That the. Hon. the 
Speaker's ruling, that it was out of order 
to grant leave to introduce ' An act to 
repeal the Placer Mining Amendment 
act, ISO'.), and to amend the Placer Min- 
ing act,' be not sustained." 

In explanation Mr. Speaker said that 
he had uttered a few words in giving the 
ruling complained of which might have 
led the junior member for Victoria to 
understand that a motion like this would 
he allowed even at a subsequent date. 
As a matter of fact, such appeals should 
he taken at once, time being obtained tor 
the securing of information and authori- 
ties, through a motion for the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. If any member 
chose to raise the point of order, he 
would therefore be obliged lo rule the 
motion as not permissible. 

Mr. McPhillips had understood Mr. 
Speaker to rule that no bill could be in- 
troduced to repeal legislation of the same 
session, and on this point directed at- 
tention to the authority of May to the 
contrary at PHge 298, There was, too, 
legislation of the Imperial House of 
Commons to the contrary. 

Hon. Dr. McKechnie cited, rule :>t of 
the house in support of Mr. Speaker's 
position, this rule reading: 

"A motion being once made and car- 
ried in the affirmative or negative, can- 
not be put again in the same session, but 
must stand as a judgment of the house." 

Mr. Speaker thought that Mr. McPhil- 
lips might have got authority nearer 
home similar to that ho had cited, our 
own statutes containing a similar pro- 
vision. It was intended, however, to 
apply only as in such eases os developed 
a few days since, when a bill had been 
advanced contrary to the rules of the 
house, through a misapprehension of the 
1 facts. 

The poinl raised having thus been 
freely debated, Mr. McPhillips was ac- 
corded permission to withdraw his reso- 
lution. 

The matter having been disposed of. 
Mr. Speaker informed the house that 
hereafter all appeals from the ruling of 
the Speaker would, to receive considera- 
tion, require to be made at once. There 
being no time in which appeals were al- 
lowable according to the present rules, 
unless some such course as suggested 
wen? adopted, the door would be opened 
to endless confusion. 

Mr. Booth admitted the justice of such 
a rule, but thought that a rime limit, 
might be adopted, as a member might 
believe he hail good ground for appeal 
but require time in which to consult 
and present authority. 

Mr. Speaker thought that this might be 
gained through a motion for the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 
ATLIN & SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

Acting upon the report of the private 
hills committee, Hon. Dr. McKechnie 
introduced the bill to incorporate the 
Atlin & Southern Railway Co., this 
measure being rend a first time, and re- 
ferred to the railway committee, 
MR. SPEAKER'S RULING. 

In connection with a point arising sev- 
eral days ago, an to the necessity for the 
presentation of legislation relating to 
crown lands by message, Mr. Speaker 
Porster presented the following written 
ruling: 

"In reference to the question whether a 
bill dealing with the crown hinds of ibe 
province must lie introduced to the house 
by a message from His Honor the Licri- 
fenaiit-Covernnr, I have the honor to lay 
the following ruling before the house: 
May (page 421) lays down the rule ihut 



the 'subjects of .such aiessugcs are usu- 
ally eommunieatious m regard to im- 
portant public events which require the 
attention of parliament; the culling out 
for service of the militia and reserve 
forces; the prerogatives or property of 
the crown, provision for the Royal Fam- 
ily, and other occasions which compel 
the executive to seek pecuniary aid from 
parliament. On page i'SA of May men- 
tion' is made of the Royal recommenda- 
tion being given by a minister of the 
crown to bills affecting the Royal pre- 
rogative, the hereditary revenues and the 
personal property of the crown. In' our 
own practice since 1890 many more bills 
dealing witli crown lands have been in- 
troduced directly by ministers of the 
crown than have been introduced by mes- 
sage. Therefore 1 'rule that any measure 
dealing with crown lands may be intro- 
duced by a minister of the crown direct- 
ly to the house, or by a private member 
with consent of the government." 

TIIl-j ROYAL- ASSENT. 
His Honor the Lieut.-Governor having 
entered at this stage of the proceedings, 
assented to the bills in connection with 
the AshcroCt Water, Light and Power 
Co.; the providing of certain relief for 
the city of New Westminster; and for the 
inspection of steam boilers. 

A MINT FOR BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Mr. Hclmcken "moved, seconded by 
Mr. McBride: -Whereas the establish- 
ment of a mint: in Canada will be of 
great benefit commercially and otherwise; 
and whereas the province of British Co- 
lumbia is the most suitable province 
wherein such mint should be establish- 
ed; Be it therefore resolved, That an 
humble address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieut.-Governor, requesting 
him to communicate with the Dominion 
government, urging upon that govern- 
ment the desirability of the establish- 
ment, at the earliest possible date, of 
a mint; such mint to be established in 
the province of British Columbia." 

The mover briefly explained the neces- 
sity and desirability of the proposed 
mint, and was followed by the Attorney- 
General, who looked upon such resolu- 
tions as so much "buncomb." The sub- 
ject dealt with was outside of the pro- 
vincial jurisdiction, and it would do no 
good to burden the Dominion government 
with such representations. In his opin- 
ion it would be better for the province 
to concern itself entirely with its own 
affairs. 

Col. Baker said that he fully sympath- 
ized with the senior member for Vic- 
toria in the introduction of his resolution 
as it would be a source of great satis- 
faction to British Columbians to see a 
mint established in their midst. Aside 
from the matter of sentiment there was, 
however, the important question of cui 
bono— to whom the profit? And as a 
matter of profit he feared that a mint 
would not be much benefit to Canada. 
During the time in which he was Min- 
ister of Mines he had inquired closely 
into this subject, and had had frequent 
conversations with the Officers of the 
Royal mint as to the advisability of the 
establishment of a mint for Canada. The 
profits to be derived from a mint arose 
chiefly in the difference between the mat- 
ket value of silver and the coined value. 
At present Canada obtained the ad- 
vantage between the market price of the 
metal and that of the coin by arrange- 
ment with tlie Royal mint, and the Royal 
mint made a charge to the Dominion of 
2% per cent, fo- coining Canada's silver 
currency. The Royal mint had fur greater 
facilities for coining money at a moder- 
ate cost than could be obtained by' Cuii- 
nda on its necessarily smaller scale, 
and from inquiries made it would ap- 
pear that it would be impossible for Can- 
ada to coin her money at home under a 
cost of at least 3'/{> per cent. There 
would therefore be no profit in the trans- 
action as compared with the present ar- 
rangement But where British Columbia 
might, and undoubtedly would derive a 
considerable profit would be by the es 
tablishment of a refinery so that we 
might manufacture our own gold and 
silver bars, and place the government 
stamp uijon them as to purity. By some 
such arrangement as this the government 
might, purchase the gold from miners and 
put the stamp of the government upon 
the bars, which would thereupon he 
come acceptable at the banks, etc., such 
an arrangement being of the greatest 
benefit to the miners. It had been his 
intention as Minister of Mines to intro- 
duce some such arrangement, when he 
had, unfortunately, been relegated to the 
opposition side of the house. He trusted, 
however, that the present government 
would give serious consideration to so 
important a mutter. 

Mr. Green did not agree with the At- 
torney-General in looking upou this reso- 
lution us "buncombe." Resolutions of 
this nature furnished one of the most 
effective methods in possession of the 
province to keep matters of provincial 
concern but federal jurisdiction before 
the Dominion authorities. 

Mr. .McPhillips hoped to see the Do- 
minion authorities take such action as 
suggested in the resolution, and main- 
tained that provincial rights should be 
kept ever to the front. 

Mr. Booth was in sympathy with tin? 
observations of the Attorney-General as 
to there being too much time taken up 
in the house with matters coming beyond 
the scope of the provincial parliament. 
He did not think there could be any 
profit in a mint or Canada would have 
bad one long ago as a business invest- 
ment, There was not as yet chough 
business in the Dominion to make such 
a venture profitable. He did not see 
that there was as yet any desirability 
for Canada engaging in the gold brick 
game of giving 50 cents worth of silver 
the fictitious value of a dollar; the sil- 
ver was not increased in value to the 
dollar by any means; a. 50-cent piece of 
silver marked one dollar only became 
worth the dollar because the govern- 
ment issuing it had a dollar in gold in 
reserve to redeem the silver at its face 
valuation. 

Mr. Tisdall was in sympathy -villi the 
resolution and supported the object 
sought. II,- would gladly welcome the 
home coinage of our own gold and silver, 
and as to the business capabilities of a 
mint in Canada, directed attention to the 
fact that, the establishment of such an 
institution hud been strongly urged by 
the Bankers' Association, who wished to 
see such a mint situated in British Col- 
umbia. 

Col. Baker observed that British Col- 
umbia had bud a mint of its own long 
years ago, and east $20 gold pieces. He 
believed the die was still in existence at 
the Westminster gaol. It. would be a 
good idea to bring it over and find a 
place for it in the provincial museum. 

-Mr. ,1. M. Martin supported the reso- 
lution, and thought it might, be advan- 
tageously amended to specify that the 
proposed mint should he established at 
Rossland. (Laughter). 

Col. Bukor— Or Cranbrook. (Renewed 
laughter). 

Major.-Gon. Kinehant quite approved 
of the resolution on sentimental grounds, 
but wbs opposed to a mint for Canada 
as a business proposition. As long as 
Canada's imports exceeded her exports 
in value a mint could never be desir- 
able as an investment for the country. 

Mr. Helmckcn closed the debate, ox- 
pressing bis thanks .to the Attorney-! !ei - 
oral for his characterization of such a 
resolution as "buncombe," and also his 



appreciation of the more courteous treat- 
ment accorded the resolution by other 
honorable gentlemen. 

The resolution was adopted. 
TO AMEND THE MINERAL ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton introduced a bill to 
amend the Mineral net, the bill receiv- 
ing a first reading and. going on the order 
paper for second reading to-morrow. 
AND THE REVENUE ACT. 

The message and bill with respect to 
the Revenue act were considered in com- 
mittee with the deputy speaker, Mr. 
Higgins, as chairman, and being reported 
to the house, the bill was read a first 
time, and set for second reading on Mon- 
day. , . 

PROVINCIAL ELECTIONS BILL. 

Committee on this measure being re- 
sumed, Mr. Helmcken's amendment to 
strike from section 53 the word "can- 
celled," anil substitute the word "closed" 
was debated briefly, this being in effect 
to save the old list of voters in the Coast 
cities, while providing for their neees; 
sury revision. He held that it was the 
undoubted right of all voters to retain 
their privileges under the franchise with- 
out special defence. 

Mr. McPhillips also argued. against the 
destruction of the vested right of the 
qualified voter in his vote, which it was 
here proposed to take from him. Duly 
qualified citizens of many years' stand- 
ing should not he put to the trouble and 
inconvenience of proving an existent fact 
—establishing their citizenship. 

The amendment was, however, reject- 
ed, and Hon. Mr. Martin moved to 
amend section I! so as to provide the 
concessions which he had intimated he 
was prepared to agree to at the former 
sitting of the committee, lie also pro- 
posed to extend the exemption from the 
operation of . the act to the Speaker and 
members of tin? legislative assembly. 

On section "• being thus reopened to 
debate, both Mr. Turner and Mr. Mc- 
Phillips availed themselves of the op- 
portunity "to make a final protest against 
the disfranchisement therein provided 
for — a gross injustice to the members of 
the civil service and' the Imperial officials 
who can qualify as residents. Mr. Me- 
Phililps thought that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral might at least concede the voting 
right: to qualified officers of the service. 
Surely their few votes would not work 
the undoing of the junior member for 
Esquimnlt. 

As to the remarks of the member for 
Alberni, they had certainly indicated that 
gentleman to buast of a long army or 
navy experience. As a matter of curi- 
osity he had been tempted to look the 
matter up, and la 1 had found that Mr. 
Neill's army record — 

Mr. Neill vigorously protested against 
his army record being discussed in the 
house, and the Chair sustaining the point 
of order raised, the members were debar- 
red from the pleasure of hearing this in- 
teresting subject debated. 

Mr. McPhillips referred briefly to his 
own military experience extending over 
some fifteen years, and including some 
active service, and after Mr. Kellie had 
courteously advised the junior member 
for Victoria to "take a reef in his sails" 
—this being, stated as a point of order— 
the section as amended by the Attorney- 
General passed, and the bill was report- 
ed complete- as amended. 

COUNTIES DEFINITION BILL. 

The report of the committee on the 
Counties Definition bill was adopted, and 
the third reading of that measure passed 
on motion of the Attorney-General. 
SUPREME COURT ACT. 

Don. Mr. Martin, in moving the second 
reading of the hill to amend the Supretm 
Court act. said that somewhat important 
changes were contemplated in this meus- 
m e. In the first place there was an act 
on the statute books which undertook to 
declare the qulaifieations for judges in 
this province, and which act it was on 
tirely ultra vires of the power of the 
provincial legislature to pass. As ji fact 
it had never been passed by the house, 
but bad been introduced by the commis- 
sioners in their revision of the statutes, 
it having been interpreted by them as 
part of their duty that they were em- 
powered to legislate for British Columbia 
in not a few matters; Such a provision 
was indeed beyond the power even of the 
legislatures although the British North 
America act stipulated that the judges 
should be appointed from among the 
members of the bar of the province, 
there was a question as to whether or 
not this applied to British Columbia. And 
while he was always desirous of main 
tabling all provincial rights, he could not 
but admit that, the Dominion, and tin 
Dominion alone, had the right to legis- 
late in such matters. it was stipulated 
in the bill he now presented that this 
section never had force and effect, and 
as it were well to emphasize that the 
province did not desire to assert a right 
that was untenable, nor trespass upon 
the federal authority. Another point, it 
was proposed to repeal that part of the 
law relating to the residences of the 
judges, wh(le county court judges were 
to be permitted to exercise the authority 
to hear chamber applications in all parts 
of the province. A'tj to the assize:., the 
programme of the past was to be changed 
so as to allow the lieutoiiant-governor-in- 
oouncil to fix assize schedules — of course, 
with all due notice being given. While 
section V.i provided for the holding of 
Pull Court sessions alternately in Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, all Mainland causes 
being disposed of at the Mainland city, 
this being an extension of a principle 
adopteil some few years ago. There 
were fuller powers with respect to the 
hearing of appeals, and the other mat-

tern touched on in the hill were of minor 
Importance. 

Mr. McPhillips favored the retention 
of the ten years' residence qualification 
for judges, and sharply , scored the At- 
torney-General for hi.a attitude of an- 
tagonism to provincial rights in this 
measure. He held that British Columbia 
was entitled to have the judges of her 
courts appointed from the members of 
the provincial bur, while the present step 
seemed to be simply in the direction of 
entitling one member of the bench who 
hnd been appointed in disregard for the 
law in this respect, to retain his seat 
without this objection being raised. The 
right of British Columbia in this mut- 
ter had been admitted by Sir" Oliver 
Mowat and Hon. David Mills, Minister 
of Justice for Canada had conceded that 
the Terms of Union and the British 
North America net, considered together, 
gave the authority to appoint its mem- 
bers of the beach to this province. And 
yet here was the Attorney-General en- 
deavoring to give ap a right of the prov- 
ince that liud been asserted, pressed, and 
won from the federal authority. He was 
distinctly opposed to the proposal to re- 
move or divide the Full court business. 
It should be transacted at the Capital, 
us was the rule in all other provinces; 
the Ontario rule indeed being that all 
the judges interested might not live more 
tbuii live miles outside the city of Tor- 
onto. The bill, as indicated by this thir- 
teenth section, was a purely sectional 
measure, intended simply for the advant- 
age of Vancouver city, and proposing 
that the Island should be cut off in its 
judicial work from the Mainland. This 
was adopting with a vengeance the prin- 
cipal of decentralization that had every- 
where been admitted as weakening the 
power of the courts, and this being the

He hoped to 
see the Attorney-General, with his cus- 
tomary amiability and good* grace- 
daughter)— so amend this section 13 
when the bill came into committee as to 
make the bill less distasteful to this 
portion of the province. He could see 
no necessity for the moving from place to 
place of the appelate court, more especi- 
ally as the appelate library, costing *-(>,- 
000 to $30,000, is located at Victoria. 

Mr. Helgesen and Mr. McBride brief- 
ly supported the bill, the second reading 
of which was then agreed to. 

TAKES HIS SEAT. 

At this juncture Mr. W. C. Wells, the 
member-elect lor North East Kootenny, 
having arrived by the evening boat, was 
introduced by Premier Semlin and Mr. 
Kellie, and took the seat that had been 
reserved for him, at the extreme end of 
the government rear rank, beside Mr. 
Henderson. 
SANDON AND COMPANIES ACT. 

The bills to afford special relief for 
the City of Sandon, and to amend the 
Companies act, both of which have been 
fully set forth in this paper, were ex- 
plained to the house, and the second 
readings passed without opposition. 
COUNTY COURTS ACT. 

The bill to amend the County Court 
act was read a second time, after Mr. 
McPhillips hail opposed that portion 
which proposed to abrogate the provin- 
cial right with respect to the qualifica- 
tion of the judges. Hon. Mr. Martin in- 
terjected that whatever right the prov- 
ince might possess in this connection 
rested simply and solely in the British 
North America act, and the province 
might; till its statute books with enact- 
ments on the subject, and they would 
be all of no force or effect on the ques- 
tion. 

LEGAL PROFESSIONS BILL. 
In moving the second reading of this 
measure, Hon. Mr. Martin said that 
there were in it but two propositions, 
which in effect resolved themselves into 
one It was provided by the present 
,.et that a barrister or solicitor coming 
to tin- province to engage in practice 
must be a resident for six months be- 
fore being admitted, then- being no ex- 
ception from the operation of this pro-|-the 
vision no mailer how eminent a man 
might be in his profession elsewhere. 
Nor was it stipulated that these six 
months were to lie employed in study or 
anything or thai kind. A man might go 
into the woods hunting or lisliing; he 
might turn prospector; be might never 
look into a law booli or enter a law otlice 
in the period— SO long as he was in the 
province six months. As a matter of 

fact the provision was both unnecessary, 
and improper, designed in the, first place 
to keep the number of practising mem- 
bers of the profession as low as possible 
for the benefit of those engaged in it at 
the time, so as to give them as far as 
possible a monopoly of the legal busi- 
ness of the province. Its effect bad 
been to discourage the coming in of good 
men, to whom the loss of six months out 
of their professional life meant very 
much. These men would hesitate about 
coming in with such a nonsensical pro- 
vision in the law, while to those who had 
been failures elsewhere, in the other 
provinces, it would not • so much 
matter, and these in consequence were 
the ones who most, came in. 

Mr. Eberts— Is that proposition univer- 
sal? 

Hon. Mr., Martin replied in the nega- 
tive, for if ho admitted it as a general 
proposition ho would have to include 
liimself among the failures. Proceeding 



with his explanation of the bill, the At 
torney-Genernl contended that no pro- 
fession had a right to such monopolistic 
protection. Nor bad the legal, the medi- 
cal, the dental or any other profession 
any right to limit the number of those 
who might enter that profession; the 
good men would be sure to find their way 
in and to the top, no mutter how much 
legislation was devised in order to keep 
them down. Much had been said by 
the lawyers and members of other pro- 
fessions as to the methods adopted by 
the trades unions to protect their inter- 
ests, by means of strikes, etc., yet in this 
legal, act of British Columbia which it 
was now proposed to amend, there was 
another provision parallel for which bad 
never been heard of in the methods of 
any trades union— this was the provision 
empowering a judge to commit to gaol 
for the rest of his natural life any man 
who might dare to practise without qual- 
ifying in the manner prescribed by tins 
self-protection act. He bad himself 
been threatened with the penalties pre- 
scribed by this section and while it would 
no doubt have well suited some honorable 
gentlemen opposite if he had been sent to 
gaol for the rest of his natural life, be 
had thus far escaped this fate. (Laugh- 
ter). The benchers had no credit com- 
ing to them for his salvation, however; 
I hey had done their best to send him 
down. They bad also insisted on the 
last minute of the residential qualifica- 
tion being Fulfilled in his cuse, and had 
made his examination for admission as 
hard as it possibly could be made in the 
endeavor to keep him out, their course 
in this being in strong contrast with 
their treatment of two other gentlemen 
who had also played a somewhat, dis- 
tinguished part in politics elsewhere in 
the Dominion, and who had also recently 
entered the profession here. Those 
gentlemen had seen how the law lay, ami 
had practically threatened that if it 
were not set aside tor their benefit they 
would enter politics and expose the legal 
monopoly, while taking measures for its 
termination, The residence requirement 
in view of this threat had been cut down, 
and it bad been decided to make their 
examination merely formal. 

Mr. Eberts thought that from the re- 
cent speeches of the Attorney-General it 
was verv evident that a general election 
was near at hand. He was taking great 
pains to catch the ear of the voter, and 
nothing could be more evident than his 
present, endeavor to ingratiate himself, 
with the labor unions of British Colum- 
bia. As to his personal experience, lie 
thought the Attorney-General had Eicnt- 
lv overstated it. As a bencher luinsol 
lie knew that an endeavor had been 
made to curtail the time requirement,, 
while as to the examination it W|IB 
largely a matter of form, devoted speu- 
allv to matters or provincial lltjv. 

Hon Mr. Martin— They made the ex- 
amination just as stiff for me as they 
possihlv could. If 1 bad not taken the 
trouble to specially prepare niyselt i 
would not have got through , 

Mr Eberts continued that he thought 
there must be some mistake., while as Jo 
the desire of the benchers to send the 
Attorney-General to gaol, tins was cer- 
tainly a mis-statement. The provision 
of the law to require six months resi- 
dence had been adopted on the recom- 
mendation ot a committee, consisting 01 
'the late Hon. A. N. Richards, Mr. R V 
Podwoll. and, if he remembered aright, 
Mr E P Davis. <>r Vancouver. It was 
not' for tiie purpose of keeping any .one 
out hut to enable the benchers to have 
lime in which to ascertain something of 
the past record of applicants— a very 
necessary thing in a profession requiring 
its members to be so worthy of the con- 
fidences, financial and otherwise, reposed 
in them by the public and clients Nu- 
merous instances bad evidenced the w is- 
dom of the provision, while be admitted 
and endorsed the proposal to admit with- 
out probation or exannntion, prominent 
,,r known barristers or solicitors from 
other provinces or from the Old Uoun- 
t ry. 

Mr. McPhillips objected to the proposal 
to recognize graduates of the Royal 
Military College as on a par with Jim- 
versity graduates, the military college 
men being experts only in mathematical 
science. 

PUBLIC DYKING ACT. 
Hon. Mr. Semlin, moving the second 
reading of the Public Dyking Actmend- 
ment bill, traced the history of past en- 
deavors to protect the agricultural lands 
along the Eraser, their people, and their 
industries from the periodical invasions 
of the river, and with reference to the 
paragraphs directly relating to Chilli- 
wack said that the last year a sum had 
been provided which it was thought 
would he sufficient for the works here, 
It was found to be insufficient, and the 
amount bad accordingly been increased 
to a sum thought to be sufficient— which 
sum it would be necessary, however, 
when the bill reached committee, to fur- 
ther increase by $5,000 or $6,000. The 
other proposition in tin? bill was in the 
direction of increasing the security of Hie 
province by providing that, any piece of

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

Mr. Helgesen has given notice of a 
resolution asking for a return of the 
numbers of all Chinese and Japanese 
who have become naturalized subjects in 
British Columbia. 

Among' the new legislation indicated on 
the notice paper is a hill by Mr. Kcllie 
"to prevent the abuse of the privileges 
of the legislative assembly." The Revel- 
stoke statesman intimates that his mea- 
sure is directed at the fourth member 
for Victoria. ' 

The bill to amend the Mineral net, 
just introduced by Hon. Mr. Cotton is 
largely rounded upon the reconimerida- 
tioned in the mining committee's report 
of last Tuesday. 

The Attorney-General's bill for the 
amendment of the Municipal Clauses act 
is based largely upon the suggestions 
and requests of the various municipal 
councils through their legislation com- 
mittees, Additional powers are propos- 
ed for the cities in the following respects: 
To impose an annual fee not exceeding 
upon each bicycle or other vehicle; 
to prohibit or regulate laundries, and to 
declare the same a nuisance or an eye- 
sore; to preveot the Sunday sale of any 
hind or class of goods or chattels except 
milk, drugs or medicines'; to prohibit the 
keeping open of barber shops on Sundays; 
and to permit the expenditure of moneys 
for inquiries with respect to railway or 
harbor improvements; It is provided 
that both land and improvements shall 
hereafter be ussessed at their fall actual 
value. The assessment may only be up- 
on 50 per cent, of the value of improve- 
ments, and the limit of taxation is to 
be cents on the dollar, in addition 
to such sums as may be required for 
board of health, hospital and school pur- 
poses, Section of thi' old law, deal- 
ing with rates on really in all cities of 
the province other than Victoria, is re- 
pealed, and the power to license "clubs" 
in township or district municipalities is 
revoked, it is provided that (he licens- 
ing board in cities shall be the Mayor 
and two persons appointed annually by 
the LlciLti-Goyernor-in-conncil, one of 
whom must, be a member of the city 
council. In the'event of magistrates be- 
ing ill or otherwise absent from duty" it is 
reserved to the government to appoint 
their temporary relief; while the same 
principle is adopted with regard tbr the 
police its to licensing boards — these are 
to consist of the Mayor, anil two ap- 
pointees of the government, one of whom 
is to he u member of the city council. 
Thi) final section of the bill is of interest 
only to Victoria city, tin; council here be- 
ing empowered to contribute one- third 
of the cost of (hose Improvements named 
in thi' Broad Street improvement by-law 
pf'1802i 

Chief Commissioner Semliu's bill to 
amend the "Water Glauses Consolidation 
act provides, in brief, that municipalities 
may obtain water record to operate 
their electric light systems; amends the 
right of municipalities to expropriate re- 
corded water fur electric light purposes; 



and alters the right of entry in accord- 
ance with the change in this and the pre- 
ceding section. 

Mr, Kellie's bill to amend the Incor- 
poration act of Revelstoke defines the 
qualification of, mayor and aldermen, 
••ji^.OOO for the former and $1,000 for the 
lutter, and provides the usual qualifica- 
tion for electors at the first municipal 
elections.

ARTILLERY MEETING. 

Genera! lluttori on the Position 
Prospects of This Branch of 
the Service. 

With a full attendance of prominent 
artillerymen from the different sections 
of Canada, and with the presence of His 
Excellency the Governor-General, itlld 
annual meeting of the Dominion Artil- 
lery Association was held last wool 
the railway committee room of the 
House of Commons. Lieut.-Col. Minden 
Cole, president of the Association, occu- 
pied the chair, and in his opening re 
marks reminded the meeting that the 
association was nearly twenty-four years 
old and had done much to promote the 
efficiency of tho artillery of the Do- 
minion. The want, of proper armament 
had somewhat handicapped the artillery 
and on account of this state of affairs 
the officers had frequently been compel- 
1 to speak out, hut were none the less 
loyal to the department and general offi- 
cer commanding. 

The report of council stated that with 
the exception of that relating to the rank 
of lieutenant being granted to all qual- 
ified subalterns in iield batteries, the 
council regret being unable to refer to 
the successful issue of any of the re- 
commendations made by them in their 
last report. Those subjects had been 
so frequently discussed and their ap- 
parent necessity so strongly advocated 
on previous occasions, that it seemed 
unnecessary at present to do more 
than again submit them most respect- 
fully to the consideration of the gen- 
eral officer commanding the militia. 

It was suggested that the reports 
of the several inspections and compe- 
titions should he compiled at as early 
a date its possible. As only four field 
batteries competed for the (Jzowski 
challenge cup it is hoped that the offi- 
cers in command will explain their in- 
difference to so important a test of ef- 
ficiency. Attention was also called to the 
fact that in view of a detachment from 
Croat Britain attending the Natolnal Ar- 
tillery Association the garrison artillery 
are still unprovided with any more mod- 
em guns than those Which did duty in 
1NS4 when the British detachment visited 
Canada before. The council was pleased 
with the special course for field artillery 
officers at Kingston, and hopes it will 
be continued. 

Major Hibbard, seconded by Major 
Mc'Naughton, moved a resolution of wel- 
come to Lord Minto, and requestnig him 
to become a patron of the association. 
The motion was adopted with loud ap- 
plause. His Excellency on rising to reply 
expressed groat pleasure at being pres- 
ent and becoming a member of the asso- 
ciation. The artillery had done a great 
deal to promote the efficiency of the mil- 
itia of Canada and would have his sup- 
port at all times. Although lie would bo 
unable to participate in deliberations of 
the council he would be pleased to co- 
operate with it, and would be pleased to 
do anything in his power to promote the 
efficiency of the association. 

Lieut.-Col. Dole then welcomed tho 
general officer commanding, alluding to 
the excellent services he was rendering 
to the militia of Canada and the inter- 
est he was'manifesting in the association, 
Mujor-General Ilutton, in replying, ex- 
pressed great pleasure in being present 
and participating in the discussions of 
the association, which, he said, existed 
.to the greatest possible advantage of the 
•army of Canada. He had always taken 
the greatest interest in the association 
and was cognizant of the good work it 
was doing. Alluding to tho reports of 
council. General Ilutton said he hoped 
to arrange for advance parties to go into 
camp each year and prepare for the reg- 
ular drills of the different batteries. In 
regard to dress regulations, General Ilut- 
ton said this was a question to which 
lie attached great importance, but the 
question of efficiency was' more important 
still. The accommodation id' field bat- 
teries hud been carefully considered ami 
the estimates for the ensuing session, will 
provide appropriations for the establish- 
ment of proper quarters for the different 
batteries. For years the garrison artil- 
lery, whose work was of great Import- 
ance, had labored under great disad- 
vantages, the guns provided being of the 
most obsolete kind. The new guns now 
in use would be out of place in n. year 
but could be changed into quick tirers. 
The council could rest assured that, this 
government was fully aware of the im- 
portance of the association, and their 
recommendations would not be overlook- 
ed, lie was unable to understand how 
the batteries were able to put. in a full 
drill in the brief space of twelve day 
and next year it was proposed to increas 
the drills to sixteen days. After inspect- 
ing the different batteries ho had found 
the standard very low, but this was not 
lue to the officers hut to tho conditions 
existing. There was an entire absence 
of technical qualification among the offi- 
cers, and the condition of affairs needed 
to he remedied its soon as possible. None 
of the present officers were lifted to be- 
come the head of a gunnery school. Two 
members or Canadian artilleries were 
now in training at Woolwich. General 
Ilutton welcomed Lord Minto and con- 
cluded by expressing his interest in tho 
association and his desire to promote it, 
A resolution of thanks to the govern- 
ment for their assistance to the associa- 
tion was adopted on motion of Col. Mac- 
Donald and Col. Coutlee, both of whom 
made brief speeches, 

Major-General Ilutton replied in the 
absence of the Minister of Militia. 

Dr. Borden, .Minister of Militia, who 
arrived shortly before the conclusion of 
the meeting, made a brief speech. He 
approved highly of the association and 
endorsed the statements made by Gen- 
eral Ilutton. Dr. Borden expressed re- 
gret that the English (earn had not 
come out as expected last year, as the 
friendly competitions could not fail to 
be of advantage to the militia in gen- 
eral. He moved a resolution thanking 
Lieut.-Col. Cole for the manner in which 
he hud discharged the duties of president 
of l hi" association. The resolution was 
carried unanimously and elicited a pleas- 
ing reply for Col. Cole. 

Major General Ilutton announced his 
intention of preparing a programme of 
dates for drills and instruction of the 
different units of the militia and tho 
periods of their annual training.

Boston, Feb. Hi. — The principal feat- 
ure of President McKinley's visit to 
Boston was the banquet tendered to him 
this evening by the Home Market Club 
at Mechanics' hall. It was live largest 
banQ.uet ever arranged in tints country, 
the exact number of persons who were 
served being 1,014: Besides there were 
fully 11,800 spectators in the balconies. 
When the dinner had been concluded, 
President Plunkett of tin; Home Market 
club, first introduced Governor Wolcott, 
who spoke briefly, welcoming the Presi- 
dent to the state. Mayor Quincy fol- 
lowed, and then came the guest of the 
evening, the President of tho United 
States. Mr. McKinley was given a most 
enthusiastic reception. 

The President spoke at considerabl 
length, confining himself entirely to i 
•review of the war with Spain and its 
resulting effects. He said in part: 

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentlemen: The 
roars go quickly. It seems not. so long, 
but it. is in fact six years since it was 
my honor to be the guest, of the Home 
Market club. Much has happened in 
that time. Issues which were then en- 
gaging us have been settled or put aside 
for larger and more absorbing ones. 
Domestic conditions have improved and 
are generally satisfactory. We have 
made progress in industry and have 
realized the prosperity for which we have 
been striving. We had four long years 
of adversity, which taught us some les- 
sons which' will never be unlearned, and 
which will be valuable in guiding our 
future actions. We have not only been 
successful in our financial ami business 
affairs, but we have been successful in a 
war with u foreign power, which has 
added great glory to American anus and 
a new chapter to American history- 

1 do not know why in tho year IS!)!) 
this republic has unexpectedly had 
placed before it mighty problems which 
it. must fticc. Yet they have come and 
are here, anil they could not 
be kept away. Many who were 
impatient for the conflict a year ago, 
apparently heedless of its large results, 
are the first to cry out. against the far- 
reaching consequences of their own 
net. Those of us who dreaded war most 
and whose every effort was directed to 
prevent it had fears of new nnd grave 
problems which might follow its inaug- 
uration. The evolutioin of events which 
no man could control, has brought these 
problems upon us. Certain it is, that 
that they have not. come through any 
fault on 'our part, but as a high obligu 
ttori, and we meet them with clear con- 
science and unselfish purpose and 
with good heart resolved to undertake 
their solution. 

The Philippines, like Cuba nnd Porto Klco, 
were Intrusted to our hands by 
and to that groat trust, under the provi- 
dence of God, and in the name of human 
progress and civilization, we are committed. 
It is a trust we have not sought; it is 
trust from which he will not tl Inch. We 
hear no complaint of the relations created 
by the war between this government and 
the islands of Cuba and Porto Illco. There 
lire some, however, who regard the Phil 
Ipplues as in a different relation, but what 
ever variety of views there may be oa this 
phase of the question, there is universal 
agreement that the Philippines shall not 
he turned back to Spain. Even if unwilling 
to accept them ourselves It. would have 
been a weak evasion of manly duty to re- 
quire Spain to trnnsfer them to some other 
power, and thus shirk our own responsi- 
bility. Even If we had, as wo did not 
have, tho power to compel such a trans 
for, It could not have been made with 
out the most serious international compll 
cations. Such a course could not bt 
thought of. And yet had we refused to 
accept the cession of them, we should have 
had no power over them, even for their 
own good. 

We could not discharge the responsibility 
upon us until these Islands became ours, 
oitlier by conquest or treaty. There was 
but one alternative, and that was a pro- 
tectorate either by Spain or the United 
States In the Philippines. The other sug- 
gestions, first, that they should be tossed 
In the- arena of contention for the strife 
of nations, or, second, be loft to the anarchy 
and chaos of no protectorate at all— were 
tod shameful to be considered. The treaty 
gave them to the United States. Could 
we have required less and done our duty? 
Onr concern was not for territory or trade 
nr empire, but for the people whose in- 
terests and destiny, without our willing It. 
has been put in our hands. It was with 
this feeling that from the tlrst day to the 
last not one word or line went from the 
executive in Washington to our military 
commanders at Manila or to tin? peace com- 
missioners at Paris, that, did nut nut as 
the sole purpose to be kept In mind, first

homes, and whose children and children's 
children shall for ages hence bless the Am- 
erican republic because It. emancipated their 
fatherland and set them In the pathway 
(if the world's best civilization.

after the success of our arms and the 
maintenance of our own honor, the welfare 
nnd happiness and the rights of the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippine Islands. 

We have now ended the war with Spain. 
The treaty lias been ratified by more than 
two-thirds of the Semite of the United 
States, and by the judgment of nine-tenths 
of Its people, No nation was ever more 
fortunate In war or more honorable in 
negotiations In peace. Spain Is now elim- 
inated from the problem. It remains to 
ask what we shall now do. 1 do not In- 
trude on the duties Of congress or sect 
to anticipate or forestall Its actions. 1 
only say that the treaty of pence, Hon 
orahly secured, having been ratified by flu 
Unit oil States, and as we confidently expect , 
shortly to be ratified in Spain, CongrcSf 
will have the power, mid I am sure tin 
purpose to do what. In good morals Is right 
ami just and humane for these people in 
distant sens. 

Tlie future of the Philippine Islands 
now in the hands of the American peopl 
Until the treaty wns ratified or rejeeti 
the executive department of the government 
could only preserve tlie peace and protect 
life and property. That treaty now corumltl 
tlie free and enfranchised Filipinos to the 
guiding hand and tlie liberalizing Influence, 
the generous sympathies, the uplifting edu- 
cation, not Of their American masters, but 
of their American emancipators. No one 
can tell to-day what Is host for them or us. 
I know of no one at this hour who Is wise 
enough or sufficiently Informed to deter- 
mine what form of government will best 
serve their Interests and theirs and our 
well being. 

Until congress shall direct. Otherwise It 
will be the duty of the executive to possess 
and hold the Philippines, giving to the 
people thereof pence and order nnd bene- 
tleient government, affording them every 
opportunity to prosecute their lawful pur- 
suits, encouraging them to look to us as 
their friends, not their enemies, that their 
good Is our aim, that their welfare Is our 
welfare, but that neither their aspirations 
nor ours can he realized until our authority 
Is acknowledged and unquestioned. 

That, the lahablf ans of the Philippines 
wdll t)e benefited by this republic is my 
unshaken belief. That they will have n 
kindlier government under our guidance and 
that, they will be aided in every possible 
way to be n self-respecting and self-govern- 
ing people Is as true ns Hint tlie Amerlenn 
people love liberty and have an abiding fulfil 
In their own govern! it, nnd In their In- 
stitutions.

They are alien to American senti- 
ment, thought and purpose. Our priceless

FRASER RIVER SURVEYS, 

Engineer Hoy Tells of What Has to Be 
Done to Keep the River Useful 
to Commerce. 

From the Montrenl Gazette. 

A well-known Montreal engineer, who 
has been doing good work for the last 
two years in British Columbia, is now 
in the city. 

Mr. Joseph It. Roy. agent for the 
Department of Public Works in the 
Pacific province, and also resident en 
gineer, arrived home on Saturday for u 
few weeks holidays, and was interview- 
ed yesterday at his residence on Slier 
brookc street. One of the chief fea- 
tures of Mr. Hoy's two years' work in 
British Columbia was to make a survey 
of the Pruser River with a view not only 
to improve the navigation on the lower 
portions of that important waterway, but 
to minutely study its conditions right 
up to the hikes, and to devise means, if 
possible, to prevent the periodical over- 
Hows which have in the past, wrought 
so much damage to the fine .agricultural 
lands which are located along the historic 
h'raser. The survey, Mr. Roy states, 
occupied about eighteen months, extend- 
ing from the mouth of tho river to a dis- 
tance of .'!">() miles, or up to the Stewart 
Lake, which is oae of the highways to 
the Ornineca and Cassiar gold district 
The observations made were of a most 
complete character, there being eighteen 
men employed on the survey in question. 

As is generally known, tlie lower part 
of the Frnser is navigable to steamers 
drawing us much as 24 feet, and they 
go up to New Westminster. Above this 
point river boats are employed, although 
the water is of good depth for 20 mile 
more. However, Mr. Hoy explained that 
from New Westminster down, and 
pecially around the mouth of the riv 
die bottom and banks arc such as tl 
are liable to shift from season to season 
Tlie division of the banks is constantly 
going on, as they are formed of silt de- 
posits and offer but little resistance to 
the current, so that each year great 
slices are washed away, forming bars 
and other obstructions to navigation 
along the river. 

By this means the channel is liable fo 
change from year to year, and as mat 
tor of fact, the resident engineer stat 
that when the Krasor nears the sea it 
has a great, tendency to change its course 
in n southerly direction, and thus open 
out a new channel, 

"And what effect would this have gen- 
erally?" Mr. Hoy was asked. 

"Of course," ho replied, "this would 
have very serious consequences, for if 
two outlets were thus formed, the result 
would be that neither would possess sufll- 
clent depth of water to admit the steam- 
ers which now go up the Frnser. To pre- 
vent this possibility we have been carry- 
ing on extensive works at the mouth of 
the river in order to control the channel 
and maintain it in the present position." 

"What has been the nature of this 
undertaking V" 

"They consist chiefly of what is called 
training works, so us to protect tho 
banks from erosion. We have built 
brush matrasses, which are sunk along 
the banks and loaded down with rocks. 
During tho last fiscal year I succeeded 
in protecting in this manner over 3,000 
running feet of river bank, and the work 
is being extended at the present time." 

Mr. Hoy was then questioned as to 
tho overflow surveys, and he replied that 
they had unfortunately lost by the dis- 
astrous fire at New Westminster a large 
portion of their plans and records, con- 
sequently it will be necessary to obtain 
new d:it a before a final roi>ort can be 
presented to the department al: Ottawa. 

Of course Mr. Hoy was along the Frns- 
er River two seasons and was thus en- 
abled to see the water at all its stages. 
He established water gauges at differ- 
ent points all the way from the mouth 
away up to Qucsnelle, on the upper 
Frnser, and besides these they also have 
automatic gauges along filial water, 
which extends a. distance of 00 miles 
from the river's mouth. 

"What depth does the tide run in the 
FraserV" 

"About 13 foot at (he mouth and "> feet 
at New Westminster." 

He likewise gave some interesting de- 
tails regarding other important works 
which have been carried on in different 
parts of the Province, more especially 
in the two Kootonays. The Narrows, for 
instance, between the Upper and Dower 
Arrow Lakes have been greatly im- 
proved, and as this was the great high 
way before the opening of the Crow's 
Nest I'ass Railway between the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific and su< 
nourishing towns as Rossland, Robson, 
Nelson, Kaslo, etc., the importance of 
improving navigation was very consid- 
erable. Up to last year there had been 
considerable delays at the Narrows, 
caused by low water, yet. the dredging 
dime and' the closing of several subsidi- 
ary channels by confining the water to 
the main channel, has been the means 
of obviating all such difficulties. Mr. 
Hoy is also engaged in improving naviga- 
tion on the Kootenay River between Fort 
Steele ami Warner, a point on thoCrow's 
Nest Pass road, and likewise on the Col- 
umbia between Revclstoke and Pa Porte, 
this being the route to the Big Bend 
country, which is famous, like every 
other portion of the Province, for its rich 
mineral deposits. 

He also had u. month's experience lust 
summer on the Slikine, where the de- 
part moid had a snag boat engaged re- 
moving rocks, snags and other obstruc- 
tions that could he removed by such a 
craft. Mr. Hoy has a high opinion of 
this stream, and he states that there 
wore .'{() river steamers employed last 
season between Wrangle and (Jlenoru. 

Mr. Hoy, having had a good deal of 
experience in railway building in both 
Quebec and Ontario, was naturally much 
interested in the construction of tho 
Crow's Nest Pass line, which he consid 
ers a perfect triumph of engineering skill 
as well as a lasting monument to the 
company's enterprise. The grades and 
curvatures are first rate, and, in fact 
he says, they have built: a magnificent 
road, and towns are springing up like 
mngic all along the line. 

"Why," coucluded Mr. Hoy, "you can- 
not .figure out. in your fondest, dreams 
anything to compare with the Province 
of British Columbia, nnd, of course, it 
makes one proud to be a Canadian."

Paris, Feb. 10.—" President Faure died 
uddenly to-night of apoplexy," says the 
bulletin, but it was re/tlly of worry, ap- 
prehension, and their effect on his health; 
of the intoxication of exalted situation; 
of imperial and royal friends. His doc- 
tors had long noted symptoms of general 
paralysis. He meant well, but he did 
great harm to the republic -because of a 
Common-place mentality and that sort of 
vanity which Moliere ridiculed in " Lu 
Bourgeois tiontilhomme." 

Louis XIV. himself, though standing 
on a riir'it-divine pedestal, did not attach 
nearly v , much importance to courtly 
etiqv ^ .-. M. Faure had no insight into 
the great problems of human life, and 
only saw externals. lie revived as far 
as possible the ceremonials of Napoleon's 
court. Not even a deputy or a senator 
could speak to him without being first 
spoken to. Whenever a French diplo- 
mat who hud freshly arrived in Paris 
came to pay his respects, M. Fame's 
first question was: "What are they doing 
at other courts?" 

It was noticed last week that the 
whites of his eyes were yellow, his speech 
was thick, his step uncertain, his neck 
bent forward, and his underlip inclined 
to droop. He was 58 last ,'lanuary. 1 
mentioned -on Tuesday to AL Clemenceau, ) 
who is a doctor, these signs of prema- 
ture old age, and he said: "1 also have 
noticed them. If AL Faure is not soon 
turned out of the presidency, he will die 
of general paralysis, the effect of enolio 
des grandeurs." M. Faure alone was 
aware that he must soon resign, but no 
one save Clemenceau ami a few others 
foresaw the fatal issue. 

The situation brought on through his 
fault is most dangerous. Never has 
there been such opportunity for a coup 
d'etat in France since 1852, The repub- 
lic for the next -IS hours will be lying at 
the mercy of the first man who will seize 
it; but the suddenness of M. Fame's 
demise prevents the enemies of the re- 
public concerting to strangle her. Be- 
sides there is no man of sufficient pres- 
tige to make a coup d'etat. The generals 
are dissatisfied, but the soldiers, though 
hostile to the Jews, would not obey if 
ordered to fire on the republicans. 

M. Faure apparently died at the nick 
of time. The reactionist forces under 
his encouraging eye were being gathered 
to battle. Goodness knows what he 
fondly imagined. Perhaps it. was that 
u military coalition would hail him as a 
saviour. ' M. Faure went privately and 
unexpectedly hist week to tlie o]M.>ru. 
Notwithstanding the surprise caused by 
his visit, the directors' staff rushed out, 
to receive him. M. Faure' s. Ride-dc- 
ciimp, as the President advanced towards 
the stairs, made a sign that the attend- 
ants were to rail back it considerable 
distance to mark their respect. 

lie had received a few days before a 
letter from the Czar, and had not yet 
descended from the high horse. 

At St. Petersburg he was almost 
shocked to find himself ami the Emperor 
returning from the review without a 
military escort. After the Czar had es- 
corted him to the Peterhof palace, M. 
Faure remarked: "How lacking the 
Russian court is in dignity." 

His best point was genuine charity for 
the poor and the suffering. There was 
doubtless parade in his visits to hospitals, 
but there was also much kindness; he 
gave handsomely to the poor, though 
close-ha-.ded in other respects. His 
Thursdays were devoted to visiting hos- 
pitals, and It was on Thursday that, lie 
was called away. 

The Blvsoo was no bed of roses to M. 
Fame, "lie loved its grandeur, but le 
dreaded blackmailers. M. Urbain Gdhicr, 
one of the most respected journalists in 
France-, laid threatened to exiKise the 
jebs of the Madagascar expedition, 
which as minister of marine M. Faure 
had organized. Corruption and imbecil- 
ity marked the- enterprise to such an ex- 
tent that the French government were 
compelled to send the artillery by Brit- 
ish steamers. 

He was more civilly treated by the 
crowned heads than any other French 
President, and he was a member of all 
the most illustrious orders of knighthood, 
save the order of the Carter and the 
order of the Prussian Bod Eagle. The 
last, grand function at the Klysee was 
his admission into the order of the 
Golden Fleece. 

He was almost si business partner of 
King Leopold in Congo affairs. It de- 
lighted him to kiss the hands of sover- 
eign ladies. lie hud kissed those of the 
Dowager Czarina, of the reigning Hus- 
sian Empress, of tho Empress Elizabeth 
of Austria, Queen Victoria, Queen Dow- 
ager Emma of the Netherlands, and of 
Queen Wilhelminn. He had been tin 
host of the Kings of Belgium. Creece. 
Portugal and Siain, of the Czar and 
Czarina, of Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, and of the Duke of Conuaught. 

Cervantes never imagined anything 
more incongruous than M. Faure in his 
palatial grandeur and accepted as a kind 
of younger brother by European royal- 
ties".
